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MNIE PINE FORESTS OF AMERICA.

Interesting Facta In the Lomber Yrade of the
Future,

A writer in the Bt. Louis Republigan gives
the following valuable facts and specifications
in regard to the lnmber production and trade
of this country:—

“T'en years stumpage in Maine on the
FPenobscot and Kennebec rivers was at what
wan considered a nominal wvalue, from fifty
cents to one dollar per thousand feet, When
it oan be obtained now, it is sold from seven
to ten dollars. On the 8t, Oroix river, Minne-
sota, stumpnge was only fifty cents to one
dollar per thousand feet five years ago, now
it averages from two dollars and fifty cents to
five dollars and ffty. Nothing under the for-
mer figures is desirable. Fine lands oan
scarcely be found in Government hands. It

is gradually concentrating into the himds of |

fewer parties, and is most rapidly enhancing
in valne. There are parties who now uumber
their lands in rash tracts. Messrs, Obapman
& Thorp, of this eity, or the Ean Clare Lium-
ber Company, for instance, own over 50,000
acres; Knapp, Btout & Co., of Dabuque,
now connected with the firm of Doss
& Whalkup, of this cily , own and control
100,000 or more acres, and several other pae-
ties on the Wisconsin, Chippewa, St. Croix,
Upper Misgissippi rivers and tributaries, own
and control from 20 fto 30,000 acres each,
The business, in fact, has assumed n very dif-
ferent plhinse from that of tem years ag), aud
all available or valuable pine lands are now

rivate propeity, and are owned in the main
sy men who appreciate their value, and who
are fast clearing away the forests and sending
the products to market, Now, with all this
large concentralion of lands and the heavy
draft that bas been made on the forests of
pine in the past few years, it becomes a
perions qquestion to the man who will think
what is to sustain this immense draft for one
of the most common necessaries of life, and a
demand for which every improvement in
civilization is only increasing. While the ob-
jeot of those who control this large interest
in monopolizing to a great extent the trada
of the future will be more seriously felt when
the heavy demand that is to come from En-
rope and prospectively that of Asia, the for-
mer of which is already drawing on us for
supplies.

*“I'he Inmber trade of Michigan, Wisconsin,
and Miunesots, for the year 1869, shows the
amonnt ont as being 2,029,372 255 fest for
the Btate of Michigan, 317,100,000 fest
for the State of Minnesota, and 961,600,600
feet for the State of Wisconsin,
cludes the lake shore and the whole State of
Wisconsin, which herotofore has been diffienlt
to get a-report from. The total awmoant cut
in these States was I,311,372,255 feel, and
that to obtain this quantity there have been
shipped 883,002 acres or 1380 sqnare miles of
pine have been removed. It is calenlated that
4,000,000 acres of land still remain unstrippad
in Michigan, which will yield 15,000,000,000
feet of lumber, While 3,000,000 aocres ara
still standing in Wisconsin, which will yield
11, 240,000,000 feet, and that which remains
in Minnesota, taking the estimate of a fow
years since of that which was surveyed and
unexplored, after deducting the amount cnut
the past few years, we find 3,030,000 acres to
be the proper estimate of trees now standing
which will yield 2,302,500,000 feet of lam-
ber. This makes a total of 15,630,000 actes of
pine lands, which remain standing in the
above States, that will yield 58,642,500,000
feet of lumber, and it is thought that fifteen
or twenty years will be requirdd to eut and
send to market the trees now standing. These
figures show the increased rate ef consnmp-
tion daring the past year, and indicate with
what rapidity our forests can be clearad,. We
will take the older lumber States for instanes,
which have surprised every inhabitant at the
early disappearance of their white pine, The
Maine forests have been so well stripped that
not a tree of old growth is to be seen in them,
The white pine 18 represented only by sap-
lings, which will not be of any service, as
lnmber, for years, and most of the
Jomber they use now comes from Michi-
gan. Twelve years ago Now York was
a great lumber State, and exported
heavily the manufactured qualitics; while
now her pine forests are exhausted and she
has to rely on the lake regions of the West,
by way of the Erie Canal, and from Canada
by Lake Champlain and the Clmmp’sin Capal,
Large quantities of hemlock and spruce are
yot to be found in the northern counties of
the Btate, which in part substitutes for the
pine, and railroads are piercing the wilder-
ness in order to bring it to market. We have
now reached a period when the dewaund for

soriptions of timber are becoming more scarce
in seltled communities, and more expensive,
it is nevertheless the conviotion that the evil
may be lessened by proper effort in all the
Btates east of the great plains, and even in
those plains the grand forests of the Casoade
region will furnish supplies until the science
of arboricnlture may clothe such treeless
localitiea as are now appropriated to cereal
cultivation. The process of fostering this
interest shonld be encouraged, and every
farmer and individual consult their groatest
want. The method of planting and rearing
trees is reduced toa science. It i known
that the pine and fir tribe are generally grown
on sandy, shallow surface soil; other trees
are native of swamps; while the oak, hickory,
chesnut, and others of hardier and more solid

| growlh exist in natural and better soils, suited

to their peculiarities. The State of Kansas
is the first to take steps in this matler, for
the exftivation of fm-u‘gn trees, and the gov-
ernment is offering rewards of merit to thoss
who will engage in the snterprise. Mre. R 5.
Elliott, of this ecity, as ind1e'.i1l agent of the
Kansas Pacific Railrond. is shusilarly engaged
along the line of that road.

*‘But of all timber the white pine is one of

| the most common necessities; it enters mora

largely into use for general purposes than
all others eombined, and its presarvation
should interest every individual in the land.
At the increased rate of consnmption, and the
fearful inroads that are being made on our
forests of pine, the years will soon pass by
when Miohigan, Minnesota, and Wisconsin
will be as destitute of this timber as Miine
or New York.

“‘But the guestion comes back to us, can
any plan be devised to prevent the waste,
increase the durability, or replace the loss by
copsumption of the lumber now being ex-
hansted with such prodigality? 'Tis trae
that there shonld be more esonomy in build-
ing houses. Build so as to accommodate the
wants of the community, and not with the
extravagance of room and waste of material
which i8 so noticeable in the tenement
houses of our day. There is plenty of timber
which can be used in the place of pine for
certain purposes that is equally as good and
serviceable, and by this means the pine inte-
rest can be fostered for a muoh longer time

AMERICANGUNSIN FOREIGN ARMIES.

The Demand for Arms by Eurepean (levern-
menis — Henvy bxportations — The (Gaa
Merrket.

A prominent officer of one of the London
Commercial Exchanges has lately placed the
sum of $3,000,000, with the promise of as much
more a8 may be needed, at the disposal of a
business associnte in this city, with instractions
to purchase and shiplias rapidly as possible all
small armns of certain kinds and
of good quality, with quantities of fleld
artiliery and various munitions of war in
large amounts. The cable despatches re-
celved from this wud other private
gources show thal there i8 a heavy and increas-
ing demand for good war material of every
kind for the supply of several European govern-
ments. The demand for arme i8 sald to be so
great that our Government, which is known to
have still on hand a large surplus, could dispose
of the whole within one week —provided prices
were fixed and proper faecilities afforded for the
ready tranzaction of the business. The red-
tape delays consume o much time that buyers

| or agents are unable to make contracts to

deliver at certain periods, and, where weeks or
even months are liable to intervene, there is the
constant risk that the wars will be ended hefore
the end of the War Department routine is
reached. At the same time strong political in-
fluences have sometimes accomplished results
speedily cuough, as in the case ot the recent
purchase of manv thousand Springfield rifles
direct from the Ordnance Oflice by the Khedive,
who wanted them at once, and who obtained
l.iw ald of an eminent Congressman to secure
them.

A portion of the arms shipped secretly in

| the Ville de Paris were in cases which were

marked as having been ahipff)ed direct from the
United States arsenals in different parts of the
country. They were part of the several hun-
dred thourand small arms which the Govern-
ment has for sale to any buyers who want them.
The modus operandi is about as follows: —The
vl.::c'uhwr s communication with the War
Department, generally through the Ordnance
Officer at the arsepal where he finds the kind of
arms that he wants; the Ordnance Office has no
fixed price, and consequently a proposal is for-
warded for the consideration of the Chief of
Ordopauee; correspondence ensucs, the
Becretary of War is coasulted, terms are
agreed upon, securities are filed, and finally,
after much writing, copying, and delay In the
transmission of papers, it 18 setiled that the
buyer shall have & given number of thousands
of arms o be held for him on storage at the
arsenal for a period named. He then sceks a
purchaser, and when he has found one they are
shipped to any given point. In viong arms,
reference i apt to be given to those of the
iovernment, beeause itis known that Lthey are
kept in the best possible conditlon and
frequently inspected, aud will be of precissly
the quality that they are officlally represented
tobe. The Sulian some months ago. baught
200,000  Bpringfield rifles, muzzie-loaders,
and the Khedive 100,000, France has also,
within the same period, bought a large number
in this country; and, singular to say, she pre
ferred those of inferlor patterns- it may have
heen with a view of altering them according to
beérown notions. Cuba and varlous States of
Mexieo have also obtained a conslderable num-
ber of Uncle Bam's weapons which were huog
rhilng.

At the close of our war some 30 or more gun

| factories were dismantled; and the machinery

was sold aud shipped to Europe, as secretly as
possible, but Russia I8 understood to have re-
celved most of 1t. Lussia is known to be busily
making arms of good quality at this time; but
she s not belleved to be buying any in this
country. Prussia does not buy here for the
uee of her army; but ber agents have sometimes

| taken quantities of arms simply to prevent them
reaching a rival government,

Belgium is
not pow making arms. Anstrin i buying
none, The French Government itself does
vot appesr to make exertions to obtain
supplies of arms from abroad; bat the
seversl promivept muuicipalities, such as Lyous,
Bordeaux, Murseilles, Havre, ete., are purchas-
ing large quantities of war material of every
kiud, just us was done by large cities in this
The capacity of
the imperial arseénals for rapidly turaing out
Chassepots uj.-rcara to have bLeen greauy over-
estimated; and now, after her misfortunes jo
the fivld, whichof course entalled great losses
of arms of all kinds, Frauce is the most poorly
The actlon of her
patriotic merchants has, howeaver, recenlly been
very energetic, and tbey are oblaining arms
wherever they ean be found. ;

demand.

A singular feature of the gun-markst i3 the
number of speculators and adventurers who
figure in it. There are at least 100 men here
and at Washlogton who are councerned in the
business af securing, or pretending to secure,
arms for delivery to fureign governmente, They
seck interviews with persons likely to wish to
buy, and with those who have guna to sell,
boaet of thelr political and other iutluence in
the one case, and in the other elaim to have
confidentinl nuthority from various powers for
the purchase of military sapplies. The doubt
and myetery in which such matters as the mili-
tary equipment of nations are earefally kept of
course afford afine fleld for the adventares of
shrewd and uvpriocipled speculators. Sales
uai however, continually making nowadavs,
and only withio a day or two the Government
has disposed of 40,000 Enfields, at 87 each, to a
foreign purchaser. At the same time filteen
batteries of fleld artillery were sold; but the
sale was exceptional, a3 the Earopeans do not
covet our artillery as they do our small arms, —

THE YEL' OW FEVER.

Tho Terrible
of

Pestilence In New Verk—Report
the Bonrd of Henlth,
From the N, Y. Eeentng Post, dth fnataat,

The following officinl report of the Banitary
Committee of the HBoard of Health on the yel-
low fever at Governor's Island was preseuted to
the board at the regular meeting chis after-
noon, It will be read with mnch interest: —

“Hearta Derawrmest, No. 801 Mot street,
New York, October 4. 1870.—To the [Honorable
the Board of Health Department: —Gentlemen :
The committee who were authorized to take
the necescary measures for the removal to
Quarantine of those sick with yellow fever at
Governor's Ieland, and to protect this eity from
said dicense, and to Investigate the origin of the
disease and the circumstances of its Introduc-
tion at Governor's Island, have the honor to
present the following report:—

“*On the morning of the 30th September the
Fealth Oflicer of the port having placed his
gleamer at the dispos=al of the committee, an at-
tempt was made Lo remove the siek to the West
Bank Quarantine Hospital, but the weather
proving unpropitious, the removal could not be
cfiected until the day following, October 1; on
that day all those found slck or complaining,
to the number of sixly persons, soldiers, women
and children, were removed. The beddiog,
clothing and other articles that could possibiy
bave become infected anpon the steamer were
taken to the steamer Illinols in the lower bay
and burned. The quarters upon the island
where the fever had occurred were vacated, fumi-
gated and cleaned. Provision wns made for the
removal daily to the Quarantine Hospital of any
cases that might occur subsequently.

“‘No communication will be allowed by any
soldier or resldents with the infected quarters
upon the island, until after frost shall have ren-
dered these restrictions unnecessary.

“Thus, by the immediate removal of all sick,
and placing the island under strict quarantine,
your committee hope (.ht:i’ may be eunabled to
protect the clty from the disease,

“The most diligent inquiries have as yet
failed to discover that this disease has been
communicated to any person within the limits
of the city, except those who have been directly
exposed Lo the infection upon the island, by
visitipg the sick as nurees or mourners, remalin-
ing there in the infected locality long enough to
have contracted the disease. BSinceg the 12th of
Beptember there have been seven deaths in the
city from this disease, all of whom had been
upon Governor’s Ieland for a longer or shorger
perlod, either as nurses for their friends or as
mourners at funerals of those dead of the fever.
But three other cases have as yet been discov-
ered in the city up to the present time, aud
these three were soldiers from the Island

on leave. Respectivg the origin of
the disease, and the circumstances
of its  iotroduction upon (Governor's

Island, from all the investigation possible in this
limited time, your commitiee cannot but come to
the conclusion that its source has been from
infeeted vessels that have been allowed to land
and lie at the docks of Brooklyn, ranging from
a point at the Empire stores downward Lo as
far as Hamilton ferry, opposite (o the eastern
shoregs of Governor's lsland. Any Yafected
article thrown overboard from these veasels
would, by the natural flow of the tides at
this point, be washed upon the beach at Goy-
ernor's Island, immediately opposite the guar-
ters where the fever first broke out. On Tours-
day, SBeptember 232, two members of the Sani-
tary Committee, Dr. Stephen Bmith and Dr.
Ceccarinl, with the City Banltary Inspe.tor.
visited the isband, carefully examined the cases,
and were unable to diagnose the disease as
ellow fever, being further assisted by Surgeon
aﬁi}m charge of the t, who had been fa-
miliar with the disease in the Boulthern States,
At the firet visit of your committee to Governor’s
Island, on Thureday, September 28 it was difli-
cult to form a decided opinlon upoun the true
character of the disease, as by far the largest
proportion of the cases presented symptoms so
obscure and mild in their Lypes, that a positive
disguooeis could not be made. Two cases, how-
ever, which were in other buildings separate
from the general hospital, were so well defined
in all the characteristic symptoms of yellow
fever that your committee had no difficulty in
making the diangnosis. These were recent cases.
“The wmild lf-.[;e which the cases have pre-
sented at the igland from the first has been the
cause of so much confusion and doubt as to the
true character of the disease, and had up to this
time decelved those who had been familiar with
the disense in its southern babliants —even after
the report of Dr. Noll, who visited the island
by request of the Presmident of the Board, at the
suggestion of Dr. Smith, on Wednesday lagt—
that the surgeons in charge of the post were not
convineed of the true character of the disease
until those well-marked cases placed the diag-
nosis beyoud doubt.
